As early as 1866, when the old city had only about 800,000

River, The problem was recognized, but, beyond some 
empty theorizing, nothing was done to solve it The ‘bus 
and the horse-car were still generally considered adequate 
means of conveyance.

The method adopted in digging the subway is Known as the 


“ent and cover’? method, the street being opened for a short

Sometimes I was behind 
him, and darted at intervals with the swiftness of an ava- 





lanche right upon him, sometimes in the transverse line with 
him, with the full length of the rope between us; and here I 
found its check unpleasant, as it tended to make me roll over, 
My fect were usually in the air, and it was only necessary to 
turn them right or left, like the helm of a boat, to change the 
direction of motion and avoid a difficulty, while a vigorous dig 
of leg and hatehet into the snow was sufficient to check the 
motion and bring us to rest. Swiftly, yet cautiously, we 
glided into the region of crevasses, where we at last rose 
quite wet, and resumed our walking, until we reached the 
point where we had left our wine in the morning, and where 
l squeezed the water from my wet clothes and partially dried 
them in the sun 

\ still more exciting experience was that of Tyndall’s party 
under Jenm’s care on the Morteratsch, which he thus de- 
scribes:
